SCAR WATZCHOFF, scaler, r 
blue-eyed Russian six feet tall 
with rubber boots wrinkling 
from his thighs, his blue Man- 
uel shirt and leathern trousers tar- 
nished with oil and stained with brine, 
stood against the bar of a Johnson 
Street saloon yesterday and told a tale 
of the sea — a tale of the attempted 
raiding of Copper Islands and of the 
cruise of the schooner Carmencita, a 
vagrant craft with a provisional Mexi- 
can register and without papers or arti- 
cles such as ships engaged In lawful 
avocations require. 

"Yes 1 will. You're a gentleman and 
I'll tell you true," he said. "We didn't 
raid the Copper Islands last year, but 
we tried to. She went out of San Fran- 
cisco, the Carmencita, with a Mexican 
Hag ui>. We had a crew of farmers, 
donkey drivers, all sorts — they was 
shanghai led. I was third mate on her. 
McLean didn't know 1 was In 'Frisco 
or I'd got mate's place on her. 
"Here's your health, mister! 
"We went out of 'Frisco and cleared 
away for Attu; that's up in the Aleu- 
tians. Then we went over to Kam- 
chatka, cruising about, looking for 
seals, but there ain't many. We knew 
there wouldn't be many around Copper 
until the end of July. You know how- 
Copper Island lies, sou-sou-east and 
nor-nor-west; well, we got off the south 
end. i 

"First I must tell you McLean got a 
big tent in San Francisco, and he'd got 
tin Idea to send a bunch of as ashore 
to, camp there three or four weeks 
klllin' on the rookeries and he stand 
off three or four weeks — then call for 
us. Did you ever hear such a crazy i 
scheme? Wonder wher- u 
guards were. Hut McLean wanted to 
make the raid. It didn't matter to liim 
If those ashore were grabbed; he was 
on the schooner, safe. 

"I told him 'twere better to wait. 
'Alec,' says I, ' 'tis better we go and 
take a look and see whether it's guard- 
ed or not.' But he wouldn't wait. He 
puts eight boals over; did you ever 
hear anything like it ? 

Cruising Off the Islands 
"The schooner stood off the sou' end 
of the island — it's only half a mile wide 
there, "fwere full of fog, hazy and 
drizzling like anything when we rowed 
In. There were two boats near mine; 
I couldn't see the other ones. I could 
hear the~breakers and see through the 
fog seals by hundreds. They was barkin' 
loud. We'd gone a good distance, shore 
weren't more than half mile away, 
when the tide turned. Tide runs kind 
of strong there, too. The schooner was 
fifteen or eighteen miles away and 
'twas getting rough. 

"There were a boat over some dis- 
tance from us. Fellow, name of Smith 
— we called him 'Doctor' — had charge of 
It. He were trying to signalize- us. Had 
a coat up on an oar. I says to the 
boys to slop rowln' and see what "Pills' 
wants. He shouts to me: 'Oscar, I 
don't think It's any use goln' ashore 
now.' 'Twere between 1 and G o'clock 
and drizzling rain as well as an heavy 
sea. Bui we had good boats. That's 
one thing I'll say for the Carmencita; 
she had line boats. There ain't many 
sealers go out with better boats than 
her, 

"Yes, kind of makes a man thirsty] 
talkin', don't it'.' Here, bartend, another 
high one ! 

"Smith started to tack and I was I 
tacking my boat when there came a| 



"No, I'll take a cigar. Yes, he died 
poor chap. Died in Port Townsend. We 
hunted up a revenue cutter, but 
couldn't find none. We had head winds, 
but managed to get Into Ounalasaka, 
where the wounded man was sent to 
Port Townsend on the Senator. He 
knew he were goln', for he told us all 
good-bye before he went. I don't think 
he would have died, though, if he could 
have got medical care. Then we came 
in here to Victoria. 

This Year's Venture 
"This year McLean got a crew from 
San Francisco. Came up on the Uma- 
tilla. He'd some trouble about papers, 
I don't know what. They v/oro n queer 
crew. American farmers, barbers, 
clerks, donkey drivers, anything but 
sailors. And I had to handle 'em. Oh 
yes, there were some fights. We start- 
ed from here sudden. Seemed like .Mc- 
Lean thought he might not get away 
from the customs. We weren't ready. 
Had flying jib on her deck. Kverythlng 
was rough nnd tumble, but McLean 
made up his mind to go. He savs: 
'Cast off; we'll go into the bay.' But 
he goes right out. Two fellows, ship- 
ped in Victoria, went to him and asked 
McLean what kind of an expedition 
they was going' on anyway. McLean 
told 'em If they didn't like It to get 
ashore, and they went. 

"I hurried her rigging and got her fit 
.'is best I could, Mil'! wo stood toward 
Nenh bay. McLean said he'd stop there, 
but when we got abreast he said he was 
.coin' to Drake's bay. We hadn't (,'Ot a 
thing on board. No gumboots, no oil- 
skins — I had only a live-cent bag of Dur- 
ham. The cook was black as the ace of 
spades and/ full of trouble. The captain 
was sick, and there was lots of mischief.

Paris. May II.— A semi-official state- 
ment from high sources was published 
this afternoon giving Franco's position 
in reply to Japan's charges of breaches 
of neutrality. One id' tin- headings is: 
"Japan has done in the Philippines and 
he thought the] Dutch Fast Indies the same as she ac- 
cuses France of doing in Imlo-China." 
The conclusions are set forth as being: 
"First — The French neutrality regula- 
tions were not established for the present 
war, but existed previously without pro- 
test from J a;, an. 

"Second — France lins exercised her 
sovereignty to fulfil the regulations not 
only to the full letter, but litis also adop- 
ted special measures to maintain abso- 
lute impartiality. 

"Third — The only direct purchases of 
coal by the Russians were at Algiers, 
where the quantity was insignificant, 
The main stock of coal was purchaser] 
in Germany and England without pro- 
test. 

"Fourth — Any advantages which the 
Russian second Pacific squadron obtain- 
ed by anchoring off the French coast 
were equally open to the Japanese if 
they had taken the offensive instead of 
awaiting the Russians.

AimiSBTJRiG, Pa., May 11.— 
Nineteen persons are known to 
he dead and more than one hun- 
dred others were injured in the 
railroad wreck .and dynamite explosion 
which occurred early today on the Penn- 
sylvania railroad in the southern part 
of this city. That no more persons were 
killed is considered remarkable by the 
Pennsylvania Railroad officials, -as a full 
box car of dynamite exploded directly 
at the middle of the heavy express train. 

The train contained many prominent 
persons, most of -whom escaped with 
only slight injuries. Among those on 
the train were Victor L. Crabbe, son-in- 
law of Kohl. Pitcairn of Pittsburg, as- 
sistant to President A. J. Cassatt, of the 
Pennsylvania Railroad, ami Samuel J. 
'Shubert, one of the prominent theatrical 
managers of New York. Mr. Crabbe 
dii'd iii the Harrisburg hospital at noon, 
a few minutes before his father-in-law 
reached his bedside. Mr. Shubert was 
reported to lie badly injured. 

The wrecked train was the second sec- 
tion of the Cleveland and Cincinnati ex- 
press leaving Philadelphia at 11:05 last 
night. It consisted of a combination bag- 
gage and smoking car, one day coach 
and six sleepers. 

There are various stories nf how the 
wreck occurred, but the official version 
is as follows: "About 1:40 o'clock the 
engine on an eastbound freight train was 
flagged by the crew of a shunting engine 
ahead on the same track. The engineer 
quickly put on his airbrakes, and the 
train, an unusually long one, came to a 
sudden halt. The strain on the nir valves 
was a severe one, and a connecting air 
hose in the middle nf the train blew out. 
This caused the midle of the train to 
buckle, nnd the damaged cars fell over 
on the passenger tracks. Just as this 
happened, the Cleveland express came 
thundering up and 'sideswiped' the 
wreck. The express was stopped with- 
in its own length, and the third sleeper 
■was opposite the -wrecked cars before 
any one could leave the passenger train, 
which was not very badly damaged. A 
few slight explosions occurred, nnd then 
there was one great (lash and roar that 
shook the earth. The whole nfTnir oc- 
curred within a period of :i few seconds. 



flames. The cries of the dying were 
heart-rending in the extreme, but noth- 
ing could be done for them. An alarm 
of fire -was sent in, but when the fire- 
men reached the scene the names had 
done their Work so far as the victims 
in the wreck were concerned, The 

Entire Train Was Consumed 
by lire. After the victims In the wreck 
were beyond human aid, more atten- 
tion was paid to the Injured, who pre- 
sented a pitiable sight as they lay In 
the field or on the banks of the river. 
With the firemen came a corps of phy- 
sicians from the city, and the work of 
attending to the Injured began In earn- 
est. As quickly as they were tempor- 
arily relieved of pain from burns or 
other Injuries they were placed on spe- 
cial trains and trolley cars and rushed 
to the hospital here. 

Several hundred railroad laborers 
were on the spot within an hour, and 
by daybreak their number had been in- 
creased to a thousand. 

It was a gruesome task for the rail- 
road men — 

Not One Whole Body Was Found 

In the wreck. Either an arm or a log, 
or all four limbs were burned off the 
trunk, and In several cases only por- 
tions of the trunks were found. Ten 
charred bodies were found under one 
Pullman car. It is the belief of the 
railroad officials that If the explosion 
had not occurred the probability is 
there would have been no loss of life. 

The dead were taken to an under- 
taker's here, which was transformed 
into a temporary morgue. Coroner 
Krouse empanelled a Jury, which view- 
ed the bodies. lie Mill begin taking 
testimony tomorrow.

T. Ncelands Meets Instant and Horrible 
Death in Cumberland Mine.

A Scene of Horror 

followed the explosion of the dynamite. 
The passenger cars and some of the 
freight ears instantly took fire. As the 
reverberation of the terrific explosion 
died away in the hills across the Susque- 
hanna river, the agonizing cries of the 
injured could be heard. Men and women 
came tumbling and climbing from the 
car windows and crawled from under 'the 
wreckage. No one for a moment seemed 
to know what to do, and many of the 
passengers, momentarily seized -with ter- 
ror, ran wildly about the fields on the 
north side of the railway, or waded in 
tho shallow water or the river which 
parallels the railroad on the south side, 
ilienlisdng the danger still threatening, 
others of the frightened passengers turn- 
ed in and began the recite of the living. 
As they approached the wreck, another 
explosion occurred which sent them scur- 
rying away. Fearing thai the entire 
freight train might be loaded with dyna- 
mite, no one dared near the wreck, fin- 
ally the railroad men who knew the con- 
tents of the burning freight train led the 
way and the uninjured passengers fol- 
lowed. 

Victor L. Crabbe, of Pittsburg, son- 
in-law of Robert Pltcairn, of Pittsburg, 
assistant to President Cassatt of the 
Pennsylvania railway, died of Ids in- 
juries at Harrisburg hospital at noon. 
1 1 . S. Watson, of Clearfield, and J. B. 
Phillips have also died. 

The primary cause of the wreck was 
a shunting engine. It was going west 
slowly when the engineer of the cast- 
bound freight train saw It coming on 
his track. He applied the air brakes 
suddenly, which caused the middle of 
j the freight train to buckle, shoving 
! several of the cars over upon tho west- 
; bound passenger track. A moment later 
' the express, one of the fastest night 
trains on t he- road, dashed Into the 
wrecked cars. The next Instant the 
boiler of the passenger locomotive ex- 
[ ploded. The wreck took lire and those 
who escaped began the work of rescue. 
Six minutes after the express struck 
1 the freight wreck, the railroad men say, 
I the flames reached the car filled with 
I powder. There was a Hash and a 
I deafening roar. 

The Earth Trembled 
as though by a terrible earthquake. 
I Those who w ore not killed or Injured 
I by the explosion lied from the awful 
scene. The entire wreckage became a 
mass of flames and small boxes of pow- 
der that had not previously exploded 
burst continuously. While these explo- 
sions lasted no one dared to approach 
the burning wreck, although the agon- 
ized shrieks of tho helpless and the 
dying pinned In the wreck could be I 
heard. When the firemen arrived in 
response to tin alarm, it was impossible 1 
for them to get nearer than 300 yards : 
from the lire until the explosions ceas- I 
led. Then tho intense heat Interfered 
with the work of rescue. Men of the I 
boldest nerve were forced to retire with | 
singed hair, blistered faces anil burning 
clothing when they tried to respond to 
the 

Piteous Cries for Help. 

Those who escaped by leaping and 
crawling through windows, In scant at- 
tire, from their sleeping car berths, 
hurried to tho open holds, whero they 
wore gathered together and carried to 
the offices and workrooms of the Pax- 
tang Electric Light Company and other 
Industrial plants, which were quickly 
transformed Into temporary hospitals, 
and later Into morgues. Many of the 
Injured were hurried to the Harrisburg 
hospital where a large staff of doctors 
and nurses dressed their wounds. Soon, 
the hospital was filled to overflowing 
and many of the Injured were taken to 
the hotels and private residences. 

The work of rescue was at first slow, 
and It seemed as though the flames 
would envelop the entire express train 
before those who were pinned beneath 
the heavy wreckage could be freed. 
Everywhere there came cries for help, 
and the frantic rescuers worked with 
willing- hands; scores of those who were 
trapped In their sleeping berths or pin- 
ioned under wreckage were taken out 
and laid In tho field badly hurt. 

The advancing fire drove the rescuers 
bade ns they were about to take others 
from the wreck, and unfortunate men 
and women were soon enveloped in the railways 
I 



Guthrie, Oklahoma, May 11. — The 
nth list of last night's tornado 
at Snyder probably will exceed 
100 persons. Eight-five bodies have 
been recovered, a dozen persons are 
missing and given up for dead, and of 
the -11 seriously wounded several are 
likely to die. More than one hundred 
other persons suffered less severe in- 
juries. 

Oklahoma City today sent one hundred 
more men to dig graves anil seek the 
dead si ill in the ruins and a dozen un- 
dertakers with one hundred coffins. Of- 
fers of financial assistance have come 
from numerous cities. 

Governor Ferguson of Oklahoma has 
issued a proclamation calling attention to 
the needs of the stricken town. It is 
still ditlicult to obtain information from 
Snyder.

Some of the Victims 
An unidentified woman was picked up 
dead, having been pinioned to the ground 
by a large sliver which entered her left 
eye and came out through the hack of 
her head. Clarence Donovan, a railroad 
engineer, and Miss Nina Fessendeu were 
to have been married last night, hut had 
just postponed the nuptials until this 
morning. Both were killed by the storm. 

Fred Crump, a boy. led started for a 
cellar, when a Hying timber decapitated 
him. Debris was carried northeast us 
i'ar as Coopertown, twelve miles distant, 
and it is reported that there are more 
fragments at that town than in the tor- 
nado path at Snyder. 

About seventy-five bend of horses and 
cattle were killed at .Snyder. A commit- 
tee has begun to remove the carcasses. 
The mayor id' Snyder is having much 
trouble arranging for the burial of the 
dead. The con fusion is great, owing to 
the tact that there are many unidentified 
bodies at the morgue. 

There Is Much Suffering 
owing to lack of provisions and places to 
slay. What houses remain in the town 
are unsafe for ha hit a t ion. Resides there 
is not room enough to care for the home- 
less. Bedding and wearing apparel are 
both lacking, and despite ilie effort to 
succor the unfortunates they are still in 
a pitiable condition. .Many of the 
wounded could not he enred forfir given 
medical aid until !> o'clock this morning, 
and by that time the wounds were ag- 
gravated. Dr. York of Hobnrt, who was 
active in relieving tin 1 sulTering, says 
that twenty per cent, of the wounded 
will die.

The V., V. & E. Railway 

The attention of the railway commit- 
tee of the Commons wns occupied this 
morning in considering a bill respecting 
the Vancouver, Victoria & Eastern. Mr. 
Boss, M. I'. for Yale-Cariboo, explained 
the bill, the object of which is to enable 
the company to extend its lino from 
■Phoenix to Vancouver, and incidentally 
to make a detour into the stntes for a 
distance of about 42 miles in order to 
overcome tho heavy grades. He insisted 
that the railway would not draw trade 
away from Canada. ITe announced the 
determination of the Great Northern to 
get into the Similkameeti district, nnd 
parliamen should assist that object by 
enabling them to build almost entirely in 
Canadian territory instead of nlmost en- 
tirely in United Stntes territory. 

Mr. Boss complained of the circulation 
amongst members of the House of au 
unsigned document attacking the V., V. 
& E. He wanted to know if the C. F. 
K. was responsible for it. Mr. Drink- 
water, secretary of tiie C. P. B., said 
his company wns not responsible for the 
memorandum. It was perpetrated in the 
interest of those opposed to the V., V. & 
E., but said it had been shown to him, 
and lie had made suggestions to ifnprove 
it. He mentioned, however, that he -was 
in accord with the statement. The pre- 
amble of the bill was carried with one 
division. 

The committee then took up clause 1, 
the object of which is to bring the road 
within tho jurisdiction of the Dominion 
anil confirming the powers granted to the 
company by their provincial charter.

ANXIETY OVER ATLANTIC LINER. 

Steamer Lake Champlain Is Overdue 
From Liverpool. 

Liverpool, May II. — There is great 
anxiety here over the non-arrival at Mon- 
treal of the Canadian Pacific liner Lake 
Champlain, Cltpt. Stewart, which sailed 
from this port April 25 with 1.172 pas- 
sengers and a crew of ISO. Since she 
cleared Horn the local harbor she lias 
not been reported, and although she may 
have simply been delayed by a slight ac- 
cident to her machinery, the fact that all 
of the vessels arriving have reported tho 
presence' of giant icebergs far to the 
southward or the regular ship channel 
and the prevalence of dense fogs has 
caused a feeling of apprehension among 
those having relatives on the steamer.

RUSSIAN INTERNAL AFFAIRS. 

Emperor Said to Have Granted People 
More Than They Asked. 

Now York, May 11. — Baron Scree 
Korff, professor of Russian law nt Hel- 
singfors university, Finland, has arrived 
hero en route to Washington, where mi 
.rune 5 he will wed Miss Allettn Van 
Reypen, daughter of Admiral Van Key- 
pen, retired surgeon general of the Unit- 
ed States navy. In nil interview with 
the Associated Press, Baron Korff today 
discussed the interna! situation in Kus- 
sia, declaring it to he full of promise. 
Reforms are in progress, he declared, 
and when they are put in operation, the 
people will find they have been granted 
more than they asked. Baron Korff said 
the Emperor had expressed his readiness 
nnd desire to grant self rule to the var- 
ious government or provinces of Russia 
and that plans to this end are under 
way.

Mlne Fields More Dangerous 
to Friends Than to 
Foes- 



London, May 11. — In the House of 
Commons today Premier Balfour, re- 
plying to a question on the subject, said 
the accepted policy In regard to the de- 
fence of commercial ports had been re- 
versed. After long consideration by the 
admiralty, the committee of defence 
had concluded that submarine mines 
were more likely to Injure the defend- 
ers than damage the enemy. He was 
not alluding to blockade mines, which 
had played such an important part In 
the Far Hastern war. 

He believed civilized countries would 
check the sowing of mines in the 
waters of the world. The use of such 
mines ought to be brought to the con- 
sideration of some international tri- 
bunal, for the damage and danger to 
neutrals which must result from scat- 
tering broadcast these engines of de- 
struction were so great that he did not 
think that civilized mankind should al- 
low them to be used in haphazard 
fashion. 

Invasion of Britain 

Mr. Balfour stated that In considering 
the difficulty of the Invader, he w.-us 
obliged to base his calculations on the [ 
.supposition that the enemy would bet 
France, the country nearest to Great 
Britain. It was necessary to add it was 
the last thing in the world he regarded 
as possible. 

Mr. Balfour thought submarine boats 
would be of great Importance as a unit 
in naval warfare generally, and at 1 
in attempts to land troops on a hostile 
coast. He believed it was impossible 
to land foreign troops In Great Britain, 
and, therefore, a serious Invasion need 
not be contemplated. 

Continuing, Mr. Balfour said that, 
having regard for the changes in the 
sea power of other nations, a redistri- 
bution of the fleet and army was de- 
sirable for colonial defence, and the 
committee of defence had concluded 
that the fleet should be concentrated 
In the centre of the Empire, where they 
would be distributed as necessity 
called. 

Russia and Afghanistan 

An invasion of India had been the 
dream of many military leaders. The 
progress of Russia towards the Afghan 
frontier and the construction nf strate- 
gic railroads compelled the government 
to consider with all seriousness what 
its great military neighbor could do. 
If Great Britain permitted the slow ab- 
sorption of Afghanistan in a way simi- 
lar to that in which the central Asian 
states had been absorbed, and if Rus- 
sia's strategic railroads were allowed to 
creep closer and < loser to i he frontier. 
Great Britain would certainly he faced 
with the greatest military problem she- 
had ever confronted. 

Mr. Balfour remarked that the de- 
velopment of Russia towards India had 
from time to time caused great alarm. 
Great Britain had in vain, by diplo- 
matic means, endeavored to prevent 
Russia's expansion, which must now be 
taken as an adopted fact. Although 
Invasion of India was much talked 



ANTI-JEWISH RIOTS. 

Further Outbreaks Prevented by Strong 
Patrols. 

St. Petersburg. May 11. — The Novos- 
1i (the Jewish organ) claims to have in- 
formation showing that the massacre of 
.lews at Zhitomir was regularly organiz- 
ed, while the Kyoetchestva says Jewesses 
were assaulted during the attacks made 
upon the Israelites at Gostyuin, govern- 
ment of Warsaw. The government pa- 
pers are not permitted to print details of 
the recent attack on Jews. 

At the ministry of the interior no de- 
tailed report of the riot at Zhitomir had 
been received up to 7 o'clock this even- 
ing. A brief despatch announced that 
the published reports were exaggerated 
and added that all was quiet there to- 
day. Troops had been brought to Zhi- 
tomir from Vassilki ami notice had been 
given that if any fruther attempt was 
made to molest the Jews the soldiers 
would fire on those causing the disturb- 
ance. 

Indications of Battle 

Zhitomir. May 11. — Order lias been re- 
stored in Zhitomir, and encounters^ and 
excesses in the city and its environs 
have ceased. There were no trouble* 
yesterday or today and the Associated 
Press correspondent who arrived here 
on Wednesday night finds indications 
of the reign of lawlessness and riot 
which converted Zhitomir Sunday night 
into a battleground of warring faiths 
which startled the world with fears of 
another Kishineff massacre, only in 
heavy patrols of soldiers in the streets, 
several scores of wounded in hospitals, 
broken windows, detached doors of 
many stores, and a state of feeling of 
excitement among the populace. The 
city todav hears much the same aspect 
as' St Petersburg showed during the 
week following "Red Sunday." with cav- 
alrv and infantry at every turn, 
holding in check the restless 
population, many of which are 
eager to renew the tumult but are de- 
terred by the strong hand of the au- 
thorities. 

Reports Were Overdrawn 
Though the situation during tl 
was serious enough, the reports 
massacre of hundreds of Jews were 
overdrawn. In all there have been 
eighteen deaths and sixty-five wounded 
eared for in hospitals, while twenty- 
six others of the wounded received at- 
tention at their homes. 

Two Christians were killed and one 
was mortally wounded. 

Among the killed was Police Lieui. 
Kusepoff, who was shot twice in the 
back Sunday. Today business was 
generally resumed in all shops, both of 
Jews and Christians.

NELSON'S MURDER TRIAL. 

Accused Declares Missing Rifle Was 
Loaned to Tailor. 

Nelson, B. C, May 11— The trial of 
John RoburLs, charged with attempting 
to murder M. S. Davys, the well-known 
mining engineer, by shooting nt him 
with a rifle on January 17 at Silverton, 
which has occupied the time of Mr.

Quarterly Meeting 



Report Submitted by Committee 
With Regard to 8onghees 
Reserve Question. 



Resolutions Regarding Further 
Efforts to Incrtase Trade 
With Australia. 



'flic quarterly meeting of tlie board «f 
trade was held last nlgfat. There was a 
email attendance. The meeting dealt with 
several matters, the Indian reserve ques- 
tion und the mutter of preferential trade 
with Australia. A report was received 
from the council of the board dated April 
19, with regard to the appllcalton of Mr. 
Pendray for n site on the Indian reserve 
In consideration of the soap und paint 
works being continued as a local Indus- 
try, It being recommended that the lease 
of an acre of lund, us asked, be granted. 
In this connection n letter from Hun. Sen- 
ator Templeman was read, ad follows: 

"I have yours or the 27t nit., respecting 
lease of n portion of the Indian reserve by 
Pendray & Sons. If It Is consistent with 
the policy of the department toward In- 
dian reserves to give leases of this kind, I 
ahull only be too pleased to do what I can 
In the matter. I sec no reason why It 
should not be done." 

In answer to questions asked by Mr. A. 
J. Motley at the last meeting, the secre- 
tary presented the following returns: 
Number of copies printed of annual re- 
port, 1,500; cost of same, $344.58. To 
whom sent outside of members: COO copies 
to provincial government, distributed 
through Agent General's office, London, 
.England, und persons culling at local of- 
fice. Distribution through secretary's of- 
fice: Singly upon application; to consuls 
and In exchange for similar reports from 
other ports. Parcels of 10 to 5 distributed 
through merchnuts and banks who desired 
■them. Balance on hand, 130. 

Mr. Morley suld when he asked tor the 
information an editorial had appeared In 
The Colonist speaking of the teport as a 
valuable factor In advertising the province. 
He suggested that the reports of the busi- 
ness of the board, and Information regard- 
ing the province, be printed separately, 
the former for local distribution only. 

Mr. Phil It, Smith was given Information 
nsked for nt the last meeting with regard 
to members In arrears and those struck 
from the rolls. He and Mr. Morley ob- 
jected to the use the secretary had made 
of the motion requesting the information 
on notices sent to members requesting pay- 
ment cf arrears of dues. Mr. McQuade and 
the chairman, Mr. Pitts, did not see that 
nny grievance could be found In this"*on- 
nectlon. After some further discussion 
Mr. Lugrln rose to a point of order; there 
was no motion before the meeting. 

The secretary read the report of the 
committee on the Soughees reserve, which 
was as follows: 

Your committee on railway and public 
works beg to report Interviewing the city 
council on the Songhees Indian reserve 
question. The undersigned, accompanied 
by A. Gray, waited upon the council, and 
after stating the reasons for and the ob- 
ject of the Interview presented the fol- 
lowing memorandum: 

"We, the committee of tho board of 
trade appointed to wait upon the city 
council to Impress upon the members there- 
of the opportunity now existing for a solu- 
tion of the Songhees reserve question in 
favor of the city and the necessity for 
prompt action, beg leave to suggest: 

"That the city make n definite proposal 
at once, in writing, to the provincial gov- 
ernment (subject to ratification by the 
ratepayers) on the following lines: 

"That the city agree to provide a new 
reserve to the satisfaction of the Indians 
and the government, obtain the consent of 
the Indians to removal and make the ne- i 
cessary arrangements therefor; 

"That whether the city or the govern- | 
ment carry out the removal and rchabllltn- i 
tion. the cost of same to be met fmm the 
proceeds of the sale of the central portion | 
of the reserve, substantially as called for 
In the terms of agreement now In the 
hands of the government; 

"The provincial government to surrender 
to the city the north and soulli portions 
of the reserve, the city to hold the same 
forever In trust, for park. Industrial, rail- I 
road and wharfage purposes. In the com- | 
mon Interest of the city, the city to grant | 
the use of such portions of the same as t 
shall be necessary for terminal railroad 
and wharfage purposes to the E. & N. 
iRflllroad and to all other railroads seeking 
approach to the harbor." 

On motion of C. H. Lngrln the report 
was received and committee asked to con- 
tinue Its work. 

Resolutions, which are appended, by the 
Vancouver Hoard of Trade and the B. C. 
Shingle Manufacturers' Association, re- 
garding a matter taken up by the board In 
1903 — preferential trade with Australia- 
were read as follows:

Dear Sir — I beg to subjoin copy of n 
resolution adopted nt the monthly meeting 
of this board, held on 2nd Inst., and to 
which the consideration am] active sup- 
port of your board is earnestly solicited, 
viz. : 

"Whereas, for the promotion of trade be- 
tween Canndn and Australia, the Dominion 
has already subsidized steamship and tele- 
graphic cable services; 

"Whereas, the benefit of the reciprocal 
preference with New Zealand has produced 
.satisfactory results; 

"Whereas, Canada has offered Rttch re- 
ciprocal terms to all British Colonies, and 

"Whereas, great advantages would re- 
sult to the trade of Canada wen- recipro- 
cal relations established with Australia: 

"Be It therefore resolved, that the Do- 
minion government be naked to make an 
effort, by the appointment of a special 
commissioner or otherwise, to secure the 
conclusion of a reciprocal arrangement 
with Australia on the terms of the Can- 
adian Customs Act, nnd 

"Resolved further, that copies of this 
resolution be sent to the Right Honorable 
Sir Wilfrid Lnurlcr, the members for Brit- 
ish t'olumbla. the boards of trade through- 
out the Dominion, and the Canadian Man- 
ured urein' Association."

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WHAT IS PROPOSED FOR BRITISH 
COLUMBIA. 

We had two rather sensational an- 
nouncements In the Colonist yesterday 
from Ottawa. One refers to the inten- 
tion of the Dominion Government to in- 
crease the number of Senators from 
this Province to six; and the other is 
to add Yukon to tile territorial area 
of British Columbia. Both are of such 
an unusual character as to form sub- 
jects for special comment. 

The bringing into effect, of these 
necessarily involves an amendment to 
the British North America Act. In or- 
der to give effect to the first of these 
It will be necessary to get Imperial con- 
sent by legislation. The principle of 
senatorial representation is by groups. 
For this purpose there were originally 
three divisions of territory, viz.: (1) 
Ontario; (2) Quebec; (3) Maritime 
Provinces. 

The number of senators Is llxed for 
these by the B. N. A. Act, which cannot 
at any time be exceeded. Upon the re- 
commendation of the Governor-General 
the King may direct that three or six 
members be added to the Senate, but 
they must equally represent the three 
divisions of Canada. Representation 
cannot be Increased except "In accord- 
ance with the provisions of the British 
North America Act. Curiously enough, 
although provision was made in the 
British North America Act for the 
bringing in of Newfoundland, Prince 
Edward Island, Rupert's Land, the 
Northwest and British Columbia, there 
•was in respect to the western Provinces 
no limitations Imposed upon the num- 
ber of Senators that might be provided 
for In the separate constitutions. How- 
ever, once the constitution, such as we 
have in British Columbia, under the 
Terms of Union, has been obtained by 
a Province it is then above the power 
of the Federal Parliament to amend 
without Imperial legislation. Our Sena- 
tors having been llxed at three, we take 
it that it will be necessary to go tc 
the Imperial Parliament to obtain 
power to increase the number to six. 

The Senate, as at present con- 
stituted, consists of eighty-one mem- 
bers, twenty-four from Ontario and 
Quebec, ten each from Nova Scotia and 
New Brunswick, four each from Prince 
Edward Island and Manitoba, three 
from British Columbia and two from 
the Northwest Territories. 

Under the provisions of an Imperial 
Act passed subsequent to Confedera- 
tion the Dominion Government Is given 
power to alter or extend the boundaries 
of Provinces, subject to the consent of 
such Provinces. Therefore, If we ob- 
ject to the inclusion of the Yukon with- 
in our boundaries It cannot be. 

The proposal to Increase the number 
of Senators from British Columbia from 
three to six will not be .seriously oppos- 
ed by any one, except on the principle 
that good Liberals once strongly advo- 
cated that the Senate. Instead of being 
enlarged and strengthened, should be 
restricted and reformed, or abolished 
altogether. While it will be regarded In 
the light of a concession to our growing 
power and importance, it will nut be 
effectual In any appreciable degree In 
increasing our Influence at Ottawa. 
The House of' Commons is the nerve 
centre of politics in the Dominion, and 
in that respect we are tied, in common 
with the other Provinces, to the unit of 
representation furnished by Quebec. 
Three more Senators from British Co- 
lumbia means three more plums In tho 
gift of the Government for tho faith- 
ful. Olllces are getting scarce In pro- 
portion to the number of applicants 
We could point to at least a dozen Lib- 
erals in British Columbia whose mouths 
are already wide open In anticipation 
of the senatorial sugar plum being 
dropped In, as soon as good father 
Laurler can gel his "sweety bag" 
filled. 

The proposal to add the Yukon 
British Columbia Is more serious than 
it might at first be considered. We are 
aware that Manitoba and Ontario, in 
particular, are anxious to have their 
boundaries extended to the shores of 
Hudson Buy. Ontario already reaches 
James Bay, but apparently is not sat- 
lslled. We can understand the anxiety 
of Manitoba to enlarge Its boundaries, 
und especially to have an outlet on the 
ocean, an outlet considered of great im- 
portance lu connection with the grain- 
carrying trade of the Northwest, as 
soon us a railway is built to Hudson 
Bay. In British Columbia the case is 
fur different. Already, owing to the 
extent and rugged character of this 
country, British Columbia is seriously 
handicapped financially In order to ade- 
quately administer Its territory. To 
add the Yukon, which Is more than 
one-half as large as British Columbia, 
and still more dlQtcult and expensive to 
govern, would be to greatly Increase 
our dlllicultlns and expenditure. Brit- 
ish Columbia could, of course, assume 
the responsibility of administration 



with benefit to the Yukon, because the 
government of that country could not 
be worse than It has. been ever since It i 
was organized. The change would be 
warmly welcomed by the Inhabitants of 
that district. It would, however, be 
folly on the part of the Government of i 
British Columbia to assume the re- 1 
sponslblllty unless the provision made 
by the Dominion Government out of the 
Eederal revenues to be returned to tho 
Province were made adequate. We 
have not the latest returns to refer to 
and do not know that they are avail- 
able; but In 1903 the total revenue re- 
ceived by the Dominion Government 
from the Yukon Territory was $1,339,- 
360 and the expenditure involved was 
52,31-1,433. so that the country repre- 
sented a loss of about $1,000,000 to the 
Dominion Government in that year. 
We can, therefore, readily understand 
the generosity of the authorities at Ot- 
tawa In their desire to present us with 
such a huge slice of territory. It is 
on a par with the recognition we have 
always received. If we had turned into 
our Provincial treasury all the terri- 
torial and Federal revenues at present 
contributed to Ottawa, we should be 
still out of pocket, even assuming that 
the Dominion maintained what might 
be regarded as purely Federal services 
there, which are included in the ex- 
penditure referred to. 

It must also be borne in mind that 
the golden days of the Yukon have de- 
parted, in all probability, for ever, and 
the available revenue Is likely to de- 
crease rather than Increase. The pro- 
posal Is, therefore, very much like that 
of presenting us with an orange the 
Juice of which has been expressed. 
What did not go legitimately into the 
coffers of the Dominion Government 
has been squeezed out by the minions 
of the administration and political fav- 
orites. 

It is possible that we shall be asked 
accept the present with humble 
gratitude to the giver of all good things 
politically at Ottawa; but we must be 
excused for looking the gift horse 
square in the mouth and regarding 
with some suspicion the motives of the 
giver. We have asked for a recognition 
of our special conditions and circum- 
stances, which already weigh us down 
In the scale of Federal relations. "We 
have been drained dry by the opera- 
tions of fiscal and commercial condi- 
tions in Canada — and we have been 
unduly burdened by the responsibilities 
which have been imposed upon us in 
the administration of a great and a 
difficult and an expensive Province. We 
have asked for bread, and we are to 
be offered a stone. With the acquisi- 
tion of the Yukon we should have 
double the area of any other Province 
In the Dominion, unless, indeed, it were 
decided to extend Alberta and Sas- 
katchewan to the Arctic ocean, but we 
should be In even a worse plight than 
Atlas bearing up this globe. It is a gift 
for the acceptance of which we should 
be heavily bonused by the Dominion. 
It suggests the analogy of a head of a J 
family already large being asked to ac- 
cept, as a token of his neighbor's ap- 
preciation, a helpless orphan for adop- 
tion. Fortunately, the Province Is not 
bound to accept any such responsibility, 
for which not even the creation of three 
senatorial vacancies can constitute a 
compensation. 

When we consider the many ques- 
tions affecting Provincial relations be- 
fore the Government at Ottawa — the 
claims of British Columbia for Better 
Terms, the demands of the Provinces as 
a whole for a readjustment of financial 
relations, the request of Prince Edward 
Island for the building of a tunnel to 
connect it with the mainland in order 
to carry out the spirit of the Act of 
Confederation, the formation of the new 
Provinces of the Northwest Territories, 
the desire of Manitoba and Ontario to 
extend their boundaries, the unsettled 
condition of fishery rights, and other 
subjects of moment as affecting Fed- 
eral relations — it does seem an oppor- 
tune time to take comprehensively Into 
consideration the whole subject. If It 
Is necessary to secure amendments to 
th British North America Act for cer- 
tain, specific purposes, why should we 
not go farther and settle a lot of ques- 
tions at one time ? Why make so many 
bites of a cherry? The Act of Con- 
federation is by no means sacred or 
Irrevocable. Experience has demon- 
trated that there are defects, uncer- 
tain lies and inequalities In the working 
out, and so far as It is possible to 
remedy and adjust present relations 
and to provide for future contingencies 
it should be done. Having these things 
In mind, some time ago we suggested 
the advisability of appointing a com- 
mission for the purpose of considering 
and recommending a basis of revision. 
Where so many interests and sectional 
prejudices would be affected careful 
and profound study of the whole situa- 
tion In its most minute details would 
be required. Investigation of the char- 
acter suggested would not likely to be 
undertaken, or, if undertaken, carried 
out by being left to the tender mercies 
and casual treatment of a lot. of poli- 
ticians.

loss had a remarkable influence upon our 
material affairs. The United States lias 
almost reached the limit of its productive 
power in relation to the home demand 
for home products, especially of food- 
stuffs. While its consumption has been 
increasing, the capacity of its wheat 
fields has, through constant OTercropping, 
been reduced. Last year we witnessed 
tho extraordinary necessity of the flour 
mills of the American Northwest import- 
ing wheat for milling purposes from our 
own Northwest. This arose from two 
causes, shortage of the wheat crop in 
that country, and the improvement ef- 
fected in the product by the mixing of 
our superior hard wheat with theirs. 
The new lands furnish a better grade of 
wheat than the old, and wo find that 
Manitoba hard wheat is now beaten in 
quality by the wheat from the Territor- 
ies. It is not, therefore, a permanent 
condition, but it places the advantage 
with us for the time being. The in- 
crease of population also accounts for 
the higher price of meats that has pre- 
vailed during the past few years, and 
we may look for years to come for the 
present high prices being maintained. Of 
course, hard times when they come again, 
will have an effect in lowering the de- 
mand and depressing the market, as the 
result of decreased consumption made 
necessary by the lack of money with 
which to buy provisions. We need not. 
however, look for prices reaching the 
same low level they did some years ago. 
The necessity of increasing tho area of 
cultivatable land to keep up the supply 
is shown in the immense irrigation 
schemes which are being carried out by 
the Federal Government .in the arid dis- 
tricts of the West. However successful 
these may he, they will not more than 
keep up with the increase of population. 
What is true of wheat and meats of var- 
ious kinds is also true of other food pro- 
ducts in n greater or less degree. The 
fact is important to Western Canada, 
because it will tend to maintain priees 
above what would be otherwise normal. 
In time it will afford a market for Cana- 
dian products in the United States, he- 
cause n limit must be renched when in 
self protection the consumer will de- 
mand a reduction of duty on the neces- 
saries of life, and as the consumer, in 
present conditions of society, far out- 
numbers the producer his voice will pre- 
vail. Canada thus occupies n position 
of great vantage, and the owner of land 
will eventually become, if he is not al- 
ready, the most envied .and fortunate of 
our population. This is particularly, true 
of British Columbia, where hind is as 
limited as it is fruitful. There are many 
lessons to he learned for Canada from 
conditions in the United States. One is 
the conservation of natural resources, 
and in particular the preservation by 
wise methods of the fertility of the hind. 
Millions of acres in the American North- 
west have become practically barren 
from wasteful cropping. It will take 
many years by careful cultivation to re- 
store the land to its former fertility, and 
that will not be undertaken as long as 
there is other laud to he had.

REACHING THE LIMIT. 

The Wall Street Journal estimates, 
basing its calculation upon the circula- 
tion Of money in the United States, that 
the population of that country on the 
'First of April, 1005, was 82,010,000. 
According to that, there has been an 

inereaso of 0,(107,000 in tlie past five 
years, or an average increase of 1,820,- 
000 per nnnuui. It is assumed, therefore, 
thai the population of the United States 
in 1010, the year of the next census-tak- 
ing, will he 00,000,000. 'Kemarking up- 
on the fact, the Journal says that: "Suf- 
ficient account is not taken of tin' In- 
creased population when estimates are 
'made of the business outlook. Every 
addition to the population adds so much 
to tho consumptive demand upon our 
productive industries. If it be estimat- 
ed that the average amount, needed by 
every person to maintain life is $200, 
then the increase of 1 ,320,000 in tlie 
population every year menus an Increase 
in the consumptive demand of $2&4,000,- 
000. This fuel sufficiently explains the 
enormous vitality displayed by this coun- 
try, its power of recuperation and the 
growing pressure upon its producing en- 
ergies."

dinary increase of population on the

Mrs. Margaret Norrington will com- 
mence her sea travel again in a few 
days, for the United States government 
has ordered that she be deported to Aus- 
tralia. Tho immigration officials it San 
Francisco have been ordered to deport 
her to the Antipodes at the expense of 
tho United States government. The ques- 
tion now arises whether she will be per- 
mitted to land by -the immigration ofli- 
cials of Australia. According to advices 
from Washington, the British ambassa- 
dor has decided that Mrs. Norrington 
is not entitled to land in British posses- 
sions. It is claimed that she landed at 
San "Francisco in a rowboat without au- 
thority, and went thence to Victoria on 
the steamer Senator. She landed here on 
a Sunday evening, and was found wan- 
dering the streets by t lie police, whom 
she told she had a daughter married to 
n carpenter named Barnes, living- in this 
city, but they had moved. She was tak- 
en to the police station and the next day 
ordered hack to San Francisco. The 
steamer Senator took her south- again. 
The U. S. immigration "'-ials at San 
Francisco sent her to Victoria again on 
the steamer City of Puebla, but she was 
denied ft landing by Dr. Milne, and was 
returned. Tl|e San Francisco oillcials 
sent her back ngnin and she was again 
denied a landing. At S">i Francisco, on 
her return, some benevolent ladies took 
charge of her while the steamship com- 
pany began suit n'-ninst the immigration 
officials seeking to have her granted per- 
mission to land. Then the matter was 
referred to Washington, with tho result 
that she has been ordered deported to 
Australia, whence she says she came. It 
is stated that she had loag been a resi- 
dent in California and Oresron, and did 
not come from Australia. Mrs. Norring- 
ton is an old lody of 75 years of age, 
without funds. Some -"nrs ago she was 
robbed of considerable money in the hack 
room of a Seattle saloon.

chased by the city. Aid. Haiina was in 
favor of the council transferring the pro- 
posed expenditure to the Victoria West 
district; Aid. Fullerton proposed expro- 
priating all the necessary right-of-way; 
but Anally, after much discussion, it was 
decided to instruct the city solicitor to 
proceed with his endeavors to get nil the 
signatures possible to the agreement. 

At last evening's meeting also the 
important task of finally disposing of the 
estimates was taken up successfully. 
■Appropriations were made for slight in- 
creases in the salaries of the heads of 
departments at the city hall, for a fully 
paid tire department, and for the provid- 
ing of the new bridge at Rock bay. 

It. Marpole, of the O. 1'. R., wrote 
asking that the city should nt present 
only deliver 8,000 yards of material of 
the' 13,000 required for the tilling pur- 
poses at the hotel site nt present.

Mr. Pridhnm, one of the property hold- 
ers, had built a house on his property 
and had taken legal advice and would 
not sign. 

Aid. Fullerton said he had seen Mr.

Fullerton) favored going ahead -frith the 
.plan of expropriation.

The Estimates 
Many of the appropriations were passed 
without discussion until the vote far 
civic officers' salaries was reached. The 
sums listed for these provided for slight 
increases in the salaries of the water 
■commissioner, tho city assessor, the trea- 
surer and the city clerk; and on this be- 
ing reached, Aid. Fullerton entered a 
protest against such an appropriation be- 
ing made. He considered it a most in- 
opportune time for the city to increase 
salaries; hut if such a course -were deem- 
ed advisable, why not make the increase! 
general amongst all those who had suf- 
fered a 10 per cent, reduction some few 
years ago. Not only the heads of depart- 
ments should be singled out for special 
treatment in this matter. The city car- 
penter was amongst those who had ask- 
ed for 1111 increase in salary. Why 
should not his claim he considered? But 
ai any rate the financial condition of the 
city did not warrant any increases in 
salaries at the present time.

Two of the hunters got their guns and 
went ashore to shoot up the crows and 
anything else they could find near Clayo- 
quot. One was bit by a tame boar, and 
llic owner let him shoot it. 

Ordered Ashore 

"McLean had been drinkin' ashore. 
When he comes hack he says to ten or 
tweh-c of the bands: 'Here, you pack 
your bag and get ashore.' 'Alee,' says I, 
■you can't run this schooner -without 
men; what are yon doing, anyhow?' 
'Who's a-runnin' this ship.' says he. 
'You pack up, too.' I takes him at his 
word and packs up. There was n sealing 
boat alongside and I threw my bag in it.

TWO LIVES WERE LOST. 

Overturning of Their Sloop Brings 
Death to Duo of Chinese. 

Inexperience in the handling of tlielr 
frail sloop cost two Chinese woodcut- 
ters their lives yesterday evening', while 
a. third lies in a precarious condition 
as n result of fright and cruel exposure, 
at tin- Jubilee hospital. Just bow the 
fatal misadventure occurred only this 
hapless Asiatic' can tell circumstanti- 
ally, and he is as yet too weak to give 
any connected narrative of bis and his 
companions' advent ure 

The Chinamen had been spending the 
late afternoon on Trial Island, employ- 
ed in gathering an edible seaweed, from 
which, It Is understood, a. soup favored 
In Chinatown Is made. They started 
back for the main island shore witli a. 
fresh breeze blowing, and bad covered 
perhaps three-fourths of the Interven- 
ing stretch of water when their sloop 
was overturned by a sudden squall 
while they were trying to tack into a 
head wind. The trio managed to 
clumber on the klllapled sloop and 
shouted lustily for help. 

Their cries were neard, and, despite 
the danger involved In the undertaking, 
Mr. Walter Shotbolt and a companion, 
Robert Nichols, essayed forth in a row- 
boat from Shoal Bay, the shipwrecked 
Asiatics being then only about 400 
yards off shore. Mr. Holllngs, another 
resident, went to the rescue in a sec- 
ond boat at about the same time, and 
the two relief parties made the dere- 
lict almost simultaneously, Mr. Holllngs 
getting the one Chinaman Into his boat, 
and the two younger men assisting In 
the rescue of a, second. The third of 
the Chinese had a few moments before 
slipped off. to be swallowed up by the 
angry waters. 

One of the rescued due died while 
being taken to shore. The other was 
sent as qiilckly as possible to the Jubi- 
lee hospital, where It Is stated that Ills 
chances of recovery tire most favor- 
able. 

While the work of rescue was In ac- 
complishment word had been 'phoned 
the police station, and Constables W. 
S. Wood and Abbott, started for the 
scene with a launch owned by Mr. 
Goodwin, It found the water of the 
Straits extremely rouglu and, the 
steamer Clansman being sighted, her 
skipper was Induced to put about, and 
arrived just as the '/owboats bad com- 
pleted their good work. 

The recovered body was taken to the 
morgue, and it will be decided today 
whether or not an inquest Is regarded 
as necessary. Tt. will probably not. 



interesting Account of the Pro- 
gress of This Branch of 
(Wining. 

From Our Own Correspondent. 

Vancouver, May 10. — Another big 
gold dredging company is to operate on 
the Fraser River — the Pittsburg Gold 
Dredging Company, Limited. Their 
$80,000 dredge, built by the William 
Hamilton Manufacturing Company, will 
be operated at Lvtton this fail. The 
authorized capital of $800,000 litis been 
fully subscribed. The directors are all 
Peterborough people. H. Smith is 
president, and William Hamilton, presi- 
dent of the William Hamilton Manufac- 
turing Company,- vice-president. This 
company has seen such vast possibilities 
in gold dredging in the Fraser as to 
place their own money in such a ven- 
ture. One of the otlicers of this com- 
pany made the rather startling statement 
that it was not impossible, and alto- 
gether probable, that it hundred gold 
dredges would be in operation between 
Lillooet and Yale when the present 
generation were still living. The Wil- 
liam Hamilton Manufacturing Company 
claim to have profited by the failures of 
others and experiences of their own to 
such an extent tint t they are able to 
build a dredge on which the wear and 
tear is reduced to the minimum, and 
would cost in repairs not more than 
$1,000 a year. The history of the in- 
dustry is interesting and makes good 
reading. The Fraser River became 
noted in 185.8. when by the discovery of 
gold in the bars and benches they wore 
overrun by eager and excited miners, 
who won from the pan and rocker from 
$10 to ?-10 a day. On Hill's Bar, below 
Yale, seven men with three rockers took 
out $00,000 in 90 days. The whole sur- 
face was soon skimmed over, and the 
excitement went down as soon as it 
began. The Chinese and Indians, how- 
ever, still continue to work the bars, and 
merchants report that their earnings are 
from 73 cents to $3 a day, the same bars 
being worked over and over every year 
after the annual high water. 

Old Theory Exploded 

Actual tests of the values of gravels 
below water have been nossiblo only 
since the introduction of tin* dredge. It 
has been almost impossible to find barren 
gravel anywhere, but it was many years 
before the dredge could save the gold. 
Ten years ago it was sagely announced 
that the Fraser River contained so 
many boulders that it was impossible to 
work a dredge successfully. The cold 
was there, hut could not he recovered. 
The first attempt wns made in 1891. A 
pump with a two-inch suction was placed 
on Boston Bar. The pump was too 
small for its work, and failed entirely. 

The M. Beattie Manufacture- Com- 
pany then built a dipper dredge, such .is 
are used for deepening channels. This 
dredge worked admirably in still water, 
but was little use in the swift current. 
On Boston Bar, however, it recovered 
gravid which ran $1.50 the yard cube. 
Twenty per cent, dividend on the stock 
was paid by the company, and the 
dredge went out of commission. 

There was then a lull in dredge-build- 
ing, the leases on the river were allowed 
to lapse and were restaked. The suc- 
tion dredge then made its appearance. 
There were two built — one by Mr. Shee- 
han and one by Mr. Young. The suc- 
tion dredges were a disappointment. The 
specific gravity of gold being greater 
than that of water and gravel, the pump 
sucked up water and gravel and left the 
gold at the bottom, except the very fine 
dust which could not. be saved. The 
suction dredges went into the junk heap. 

Mr. (Battery then built a dipper dredge 
of very strong timbers, and it worked 
well, but: the cold-saving appliance was 
no good and the gold went into the tail- 
ings; .and, according to excellent author- 
ity, after the Ratter** dredge was laid 
off the Chine** made $10 a day rocking 
the dredge tailings. 

Clam Shell Dredge 
i Then came another venturesome spirit 
with a clamshell dredge. The apparatus 
to lift the earth sank to the bottom, dug 
into the bottom and then closed in grip- 
ping the gravel, or whatever it encoun- 
tered, by the con tract ion of the under 
side. It was found that every little 
while the clamshell met with a boulder. 
The boulder was imprisoned, but '/ic big 
stone invariably kept the clnmshel] from 
closing entirely, and the boulder was 
brought up, but the precious gravel all 
escaped through the gap in the bottom 
caused by the contrivance not closing 
tight. 

The first dredge lo use buckets, built 
after the design of the successful New 
Zealand dredge, a thnusnnd of which 
are successfully operating in that coun- 
try, was then built by an English 
company. The first season the dredge 
was badly shaken up and battered, and 
tic repairs cost so much that the sea- 
son's work was not profitable. Too 
many boulders was then pronounced to 
be the difficulty. The consulting en- 
gineer of this company, however, Mr. 
Kendall, said "No." He explained that 
if every portion that bad given way was 
renewed by stronger material, where 
practicable, tin' dredge would pa'- nj 
the dirt handled showed 'a handsome 
profit, wasted in repairs. Mr. Kendall's 
advice was followed, ami this was Hi"

They kept no company account, and as 
the 'gold began to roll into th" coffers 
from the bottom of the Fraser, Mr. Bliss 
placed it to his private account and 
utilised it in building a palatial resi- 
dence. He was tried and adjudged in- 
sane and kept a prisoner in his own 
house, and the former manager is on bis 
farm in North VflitTiuver. The new 
manager is n shrewd German, Henry 
fiethninilll, and In' lias commenced oper- 
ations for Hie (teicoii, and will no doubt 
nnv largo dividends to the patient stock- 
holders.

He took 
this dredge to tin' Thompson River, hut 
found mi gold. lie then removed it to 
Trtniquille ('reel;, a tributary of the 
Fraser, and lias been very successful. 
'Like most Englishmen, he is reticent, 
•but his report is "I am satisfied," which 
is a most satisfactory report. The hill 
for repairs on tins dredge for a year was 
$700 only. Thus the successful opera- 
tion of gold dredgers on the Fraser lias 
started, and will not let up until there 
is a great tleet of dredges on the river. 
Every mile of water, HOI) feet wide, from 
Lillooel to Yale, a distance of about 110 
miles, is now taken up. Some of the 
leases which are very good can he bought: 
yet moderately cheap, but all will ad- 
vance as soon as it is definitely under- 
stood that 1 1 10 river can be successfully 
dredged. The fact that the William 
Hamilton people are themselves going in 
for dredging, and greatly adding to their 
plant for the purpose of manufacturing 
dredges is significant. 

No Bedrock Reached 

Xo bedrock has been reached as yet 
in the Fraser. The gold so far discov- 
ered lies in streaks or stratus — first a 
strata of gold, then a strata of so-called 
chicken ieed, of decomposed rock, 
then another strata of dirt and perhaps 
two stratas before a blue clay is reached 
at a depth of 35 or -1(1 feet. This clay 
lias never been penetrated, for the lad- 
der carrying- the bucket does not reach 
far enough. This year, however, it is 
predicted that, owing to low water, Hi! 
or 18 feet through that clay will be 
reached and bedrock tested. The rivet- 
will be lower this year than for forty- 
seven years, unless very heavy* rains 
come, and there will he great doings on 
the Fraser. It is believed by some that 
in August of this year there will be as 
Winch gold taken out of the Fraser as in 
the height of the gold excitement of 
1838. -\t any rate, the midsummer 
months are eagerly looked forward to 
for a big harvest of Fraser Kivcr gold, 
and the result will be such an impetus 
to dredging on the Fraser that the 
manufacture of dredges themselves will 
be an enormous enterprise. It has been 
demonstrated beyond argument that the 
Fraser River boulders are no detriment 
to dredging. The Hamilton dredge 

buckets s ip up all the gravel under 

tiie boulder, and the boulder topples 
over into another resting place. 

The greatest obstacles are the swift ^5 
currents ami deep water, and hundreds ' ' 
of thousands of dollars have been spent 
in finding this out. Leases held where 
the water is deep and swift are expen- 
sive at any price. And the dredge cer- 
tainly faces a deadly peril when it tries
